by honoring Von Doenhoff with the Order
of the Red Eagle.

The guests at last night's banquet were
members of the highest nobility, and in-
cluded all the gr'aat civil and military offi-
cera of the provinee. After the ¥mperor
had toasted the King of Wurtemburg and

the latter had responded, his Imperial

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OPENED IN THE NINTH

HANLY, CHEADLE AND OWEN HAVE
A BIG CROWD AT FRANKFORT.

The Congressional Candidate Shows
His Strength on the Plaformm — No
Joint Debate in the Fifth.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.

FRANKFORT, Ind., Sept. 7.—The Repub-
licans of Clinton county opened their cam-
largest meet-
ing since 1876. Th2 parade was composged of
township delegations, old scoldiers, citizens
in carriages and a company of young Re-
publicans and a half dozen bands. Speech-
es were made by J. B. Cheadle and Hon.
J. F. Hanly and W. D. Owen to an audi-
ence n;.‘ fully seven thousand people. Mr.
Cheadle sald that an error occurred in the
summary of his Odon speech in stating the
amount of sugar consumed last year in the
world and in the United States, printed in
last Tuesday's Journal, and that what he
Intended to say, and what he thought he
had said, was that the worlid consumed
6,500,000 tons, and that of this amount the
United States consumed 1,990,000 tons, That
he could not secure a copy of the paper
to know what mistake was made for two
days after it was printed, and that he then
concluded to make the correction here to-
day. His speech was well reéeived, and
was a contrast of the Republican and
Democratic positions on the tariff and
financial iscsues, and he made a plea for a
soldlers’ home,

Mr. Owen was given three rousing cheers
at the beginning of his speech. He spoke
for an hour in favor of American domina-
tion of manufactures on this continsnt
and in Asia, and In defense of reciprocity.
He showed how the Mc¢Kinley law protect-
ed the products of the farmers, and sald
it would have required three miliion acres
to produce the products imported from
Canada into the United States for five
years preceding the McKinley law. He con-
trasted the protection afforded Southern
farmers In the new law with the unjust
discriminations against Northern farmers,
His arraignment of Cleveland’s treatment
of veterans was loudly applauded.

FRANK HANLY TALKS.

Mr. Hanly was introduced and made an
abla and effective speech. He was often
applauded. Among other things he sald he
conceded that the masses who voted for
Cleveland in 1892 were honest and sincere
men; he should treat them kindly, as he
had long since learned that it was cruel
and unmanly to speak disparagingly of the
dead. He reviewed at length the history
of tariff legislation, and insisted that under
revenue tariff laws public and private en-
terprises had always been abandoned; that
labor had been deprived of employment
and industries paralyzed. In support of
this position he quoted from speeches made
in the United States Senate by Benton
and Webster, and read from messages to
Congress writtef® by Presidents Polk, Buch.
anan and Cleveland. From papers pub-
lished in 1837 he showed the extreme condi-
tion of agriculture by reports of sheriff's
sales, showing that farm products sold un-
Yler the hamuner every day at prices that
are to us incredible. He challenged Demo-
cratic orators to point out a time in the
history of this country under protective
tariff laws when ample revanues were not
derived for the government, when the in-
dustries of the country were not augment-
ed, when manufacturers did not prosper,
when workmesn did not find remunerative
employment, and when the best and highest
interests of the whole country were not
subserved. He quoted President Cleveland's
letters to Wilson and Catchings, and read
from the speeches of Hill,s Vilas, Wilson,
Johnson and others in condemnation of the
new . tariff law. Holding a copy of the act
in his hand he said:

‘““This is the great unsigned, the first
compieted product of the Democratic party
in thirty vears. It became a law without
the Prezsident's signature. 1t has no parent.
It was concelved In a cellar and barn of
unholy alllances. It first found its way to
the attentlon of Congress through the
President’'s message, instead of coming to
that body by the path prdvided by the Con-
stitution, and in accordance with parlia-
mentary procedure. Its birth was at the
hour of midnight, a time when gravevards
yawn and dead men's souls walk about,
It dared not look the American ople in
the face in the light of day un(?le it had
been a law more than seven hours.”

BODIES OF TWENTY-THREE FOUND

NEAR MILLE LACS,
’

Burned in Forest Fires That Swept

]
Over Hinckley ana. Other Minueso-
ta Towns~—Hellef Work.

)

POKEGAMA, Minn., Sept. 7.—The bodies
of twenty-three Chippewa Indians—bucks,
squaws and papooses, lie upon the baked
sands between here and Opstead, a small
settlement on the shores of Mille Lacs.
They are scattered over ten miles of coun-
try and will in all probabllity prove food
for buzzards and wolves, as the country
«where they died Is too far from civilization
for burial ceremonies. Such is the story
brought by a courier, who for three days
and nights has been forcing his way

through the tangied skein of charred logs,
trunks and roots. He passed through the
Mille l.acs reservation and encountered
many small blazes which are destroyving
what the fiery tornado left. The Indlans
left thelr reservation two monthg ago and
built a hunting loage along one of the
forks of Shadridge ereek.

The first body
ound by the courler was that of an infant
barely a year old. Then came those of
two squaws and five children. They had
evidently turned west when the Hames
syvept throvgh the forest. A ride of a
mile brought him to a pile of ashes, which
marked the gite of the hunting camp. There
had been one tepee, the shriveled rawhide
thongs marking the piace where It stood.
Around it were the ruins of half a dozen
birchwood shantles, and protruding from
the ashes were the fused barrels of rifles
and shotguns. The courler counted twenty-
three charred bodies along a five-mile path-
way,

Farms Offered to Sufferers.

DULUTH, Minn., Sept. 7.—Governor Nel-
son, a member of the State relief commis-
sion, and Mayor Eustis, of Minneapolis,
arrived last night and held a meeting with
the local committeemen at the Spaulding
House. The matter of permhanently provid-
ing for the refugees was discussed. The

owners of the burned mills will be asked
if they will rebuild, and if not it is de-
signed to make an agricultural country of
the burned territory. Two representatives
of the land department of the St. Paul &
Duluth road wera present, and offered to
give farms free to all heads of families who
a0 not own their farms, All heads of fam-
flies will be sent down as soon as possible,
and will be furnished with timber for tem-
porary homes, their familles in the mean-
time being provided for h:ire or wherever
they are. In order to ascertain what this
and the providing necessaries during the
winter will cost a thorough canvas will at
once be made. The single men will be aid-
ed in @getung work elsewh:sre, and it is
hoped to have most of the lands adopted
by worthy farmers. The commissioners laft
for the scene of the fire to-day. The rellef
headquarters shows 1,24 sufferers to be
gern. ninety-seven of which left here to-
ay.

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THE COMTE DE PARIS ‘iciracs in the Stomach

NO HOPE FOR RECOVERY OF THE
FAMOUS FRENCHMNAN,

Announcement Made Yesterday that
He Was Yot Expected to Live Un-

til This Morning-—His Busy Life.

LONDON, Sept., 7.—Inquiries made at
Stowe House this afternoon elicit the in-
formation that the Comte de Paris Is not
expected to live until to-morrow morning.
The Empress of Russia has-tendered the
sympathy of herself and the Czar to the
family of the Comte.

The Count’'s Career.

Louls Philippe* Albert d'Orleans, Comte
De Paris, was born In Paris, Aug. 24, 158
Ten years afterward his grandfather, Louis
Philippe, King of the French, abdicataed in
his favor, but the Chamber of Deputies re-
fused to acknowledge the boy as King.
The Count of Parls, being the eldest son
of Ferdinand, Duke of Orleans, Louis Phil-
ippe's oldest son, was legally the head of
the Orleans family. He was educated by
the celebrated Adolph Regnier. After the
revolution which deprived Louls Philippe
of the throne the Count of Paris and bis

brother, the Duke of Chartres, were by
their mother taken to Germany, where

they completed their education. After trav-

eling extensively throughout Europe he
took up his residence in England. When

the war of secession broke out in this
country, with his orother, the Duke De

Chartres, and uncle, the Prince De Join-
ville, he joined the Army of the North iIn
the capaecity of captain on the staff of Gen.
McClellan, and figured in the campaign
against Richmond, in the sicge of York-
town, in the battle of Wiillamsburg, Fair
Oaks and in *his retreat on the James
river. For reasons that it would be (o0
long and purposeless to investigate he left
the service in 1862 and retired to England,
where he remained at the time when other
members of his family were fighting in be-
haif of their country in the ever mem-
orable campaign of 1570-71,

After the downfall of the empire,
the French army was ‘undergoing contin-
uous defeat by the forces of Germany, the
Comte and his brother offered their serv-
ices in whatever place they might be as-
signed, but the legisiative asscmbly re-
fused to employ them. The Comte profes
his adherence to the republic in the follow-
ing words: “France wishes to make a new
experiment; it does not become us to hinder
her.” In 1871 he was admitied a member
of the Assembly at Versailles. He made
a formal resignation of the clalms of his
family to the throne of France In 187,
when on a visit to the Comte De Cham-
bord, the Bourbon claimant. By his will,
however, the Comte Dy Chambord in-
structed the monarchists of France to rec-
ognize the Comte De Paris as heir to the
CTOWN. :

He was married in 1887 to his cousin,
Marie Isabel, daughter of the Duc De
Montpensier, by whom he had a son, the
Due d4'Orleans, and a daughter, who, as
already stated, was married a short time
ago to the Crown Prince of Portugal. Hias
son, the Duc d'Orleans, is sald to ghve
promise of great genfus. The family life
of the pretender was very happy. They
occupied a magnificent hotel in the Fau-
bourg St. Germain, where their adherents
and admirers formefl about them a minia-
ture court which well sustained the dignity
and elegance which ever characteriz Lhe
Bourbons. The Count's interest In the la-
boring classes has led to frequent journeys
through the muynufacturin districis of
England, where he thoroughly acquainte.d
himseif with the details of the workmen's
lives and habits, and made himself famil-
far with the practical application of theo-
ries for mitigating the tyranny of capital
over labor. ]

The Comte wrote a history of our civil
war, in eight volumes. Some of his old
comrades addressed him recently, inviting
him. in the event of his expulsion from
France, to make the United States his
Jiome. A cordial reply was received by
Gen. Daniel Butterfield, in which the
Comte declined to visit America at that
time, but a visit, he added, would fill his
best wishes,

About the time Boulanger began to agi-
tate French politics the republic grew sus-
picious of what was going on at the resi-
dence of the Comte De Paris, who was
ma'utaining a court of regal splendor. Ru-
mored conspiracies against the government
became frequent, and a bill to expel all
princes from France was presented in the
Chamber of Deputies, but failed to E»a!s.
However. greater grounds of complaint
against the Comte De Paris grew out of an
incident which happened at the fete given
by him at the time of the departure of his
daughter, the Princess Amelie, for Lisbon,
where she was married to the Crown
Prince of Portugal. To this fete were in-
vited all the embassadors accredited to
Paris, the Comte acting in this matter as
if he were a reigning sovereign instead of
a simple citizen. The embassadors refused
to attend the reception, at which 3,000
guests were entertained, Besldes his con-
nection by marriage with the royal fnmilﬁ
of Portugal, the Comte formed one wit
the relening house of Denmark. It was
charged against him, moreover, that he
organized socleties for advancing the inter-
eats of the French monarchists, while nom-
inally organizing committees on agriculture
in various departments. With all this, a
second attemnt to expel the princes from
France was more successful, the bill pass-
ing June 22, 1886, and Comte De Paris was
thenceforth an exile.

Besides his great worlg already men-
tioned on our civil war, the Comte wrote
on miscellaneous llgul:ajrcls. including a
work on Engiish trfide unions, which has
been translated into various languages.

TRICKED BY PIRATES,

How Illegnl Sealers Outwit, Bering
Sen Patrol Veasels.

PORT TOWNSEND, Wash,, Sept. 7.—The

United States revenue cutter Rush has

returned from Bering sea and the seal

islands, where she took Assistant Secretary
of the Treasury Hamlin for the purpose
of investigating the sealing question. The
Asaszistant Secretary found the seals were
taken according to the new regulations,
but it is stated that from private sources
he lenrned the sealers were still using fire-
armeg. When a schooner meets a herd, two
or three boats of hunters with guns are
sent among it while others remalin several
miles off to herald the approach of patrol
vesseis. When the latter comes up they
find a few skins beingz taken by spears. In
the meantime the guns have been loaded

into one boat, which puts off into a fog
bank, where it remains until the patrol
leaves.

Patrol Fleet Ordered Home,
WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—0Orders have
been issued by Admiral Ramsay, acting
Secretary of the Navy, for the return to
San Francisco of all the vessels composing
the Bering sea patrol fleet. They are to
